San Francisco, September 28.— 
Roscoe (“Fatty”) Arbuckle, famed 
movie comedian, must face trial for 
manslaughter, but not for murder. 

Police Judge Sylvian Lazarus so 
ruled in the police court here late 
Wednesday at the conclusion of Ar- 
buckle’s preliminary examination. 

The court’s order was that Ar- 
buckle be held for trial for -man- 


Slaughter and that the murder 
charge against him be dismissed. 

The decision came after attorneys 
had argued for an hour regarding 
various phases of the case. 

Arbuckle was plainly pleased and 
courtroom spectators seemed to be, 
too. 

The court’s decision opened the 
way for Arbuckle to secure freedom 
on bail, as it swept aside the charge 
of murder. 

One te Ten veers. 

The California law @rovides a 
penalty of an indeterminate sentence 
of from one to ten years in the 
state prison for manslaughter. 

“I can see nothing in the evidence 

wWpresented here which would warrant 
holding this defendant on a charge 
of murder,” Judge Lazarus comment- 
ed in announcing his decision. 

Arbuckle’s attorneys immediately 
asked reelase of their client on bail. 

Judge Lazarus set the bail at $10,- 
000 bonds or $5,000 cash and iaw- 
yers left the courtroom immediately 
to arrange posting of the cash and 
to order “Fatty’s” $26,000 car 
brought to the hal] of justice. It 
Was expected he would be on his 
way to Los Angeles ag soon as court 

. Adjourned. 
Wring Fatty’s Hand. 

When the decision was announced 
clubwomen from the audience 
swarmed to the ral] which stood be- 
tween Arbuckle and the audience 
and began wringing hig Hand, pat- 
ting him on the bacK and congratu- 
lating him, 

Arbuckle hardly changed expres- 
sion. He looked about as sober as 
he has always looked since hie ar- 
rest two weeks and a half ago. 

Minta Durfee, his wife, broke into 
tears and wept with joy on the big 
comedian’s shoulder. 

Arbuckle shook the hands of club- 
women with one hand and with the 
other caressed his wife. 

Mrs. Emma Philip Ina, one of the 
clubwomen attending the _ trial, 
pressed a book into Arbuckle’s hand. 
Its title was “How to Be Happy.” 

Attacks Prosecution. 

Mrs. W. B. Hamilton, chairwoman 
of the delegation of clubwomen 
‘watching the case, bitterly attacked 

Wwthe prosecution. 

“The only thing that the state 
brought out In this case was the 
fact that Miss, Rappe was dead,” she 
eaid. 

It was expected that an immediate 
assignment of Arbuckle’s case to the 
court of Superior Judge Ward would 
be made. 

Soon after adjournment of court 
Arbuckle’s attorneys had completed 
the preparation of papers and 
numerous formalities of furnishing 
-bail. and Arbuckle Was given

No Law on Statute Book 
Governing Case, Says De- 
fendants’ Lawyer. 


Betting on a prize fight is not 
against the law in Georgia, accord- 
ing to a decision Wednesday after- 
noon by Judge Andy Calhoun, in city 
criminal court, who ruled in favor of 
M. Gold and C. H. Argue, of 537 
East Fair street, who had been ar- 
rested Monday night at the Lawler- 
Ferns fight by City Detective Cald- 
well. . 

The judge ruled that the two men 
had not violated any law when the 
point was made by Attorney Ernest 
Buchanan that there was no law on 
the statute books of Georgia cover- 
ing the case. @ 

“The law does not forbid betting 
on prize fights and it does not pro- 
hibit betting on football games,” 
said Attorney Buchanan. “There is 
a law against gaming, but the games 
outlawed have to be specified. No 
general law against gaming will 
cover the putting up of bets on a 
particular matter of chance, where 
it is net specially named. There is 
no law in this state prohibiting the 
betting on prize fights.” 

The judge, io concurring with the 
argument of Mr. Buchanan, ordered 


that the men be released and Solic- 
itor Roy Dorsey, of the criminal 
court of Atlanta, refused to draw an 
accusation against them. Detective 
Caldwell said that he had overheard 
Argue and Gold offering bets on the 
outcome of the Lawler-Ferns match 
at the Auditorium Monday night, so 
he arrested them and brought them 
before Recorder George Johnson 
Tuesday. They were bound over to 
Judge Calhoun’s court under $100 
bonds. 


HOWAT REFUSES 
UNIONS DEMAND 


Head -of Kansas Miners 
Says He Will Not Order; 


Directed. 


Indianapolis, September 28.—Alex- 
ander Howat, president of the Kan- 
sas coal miners, was directed today 
by the vote of the convention of 
the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca to order strikers at two Kansas 
mines back to work, but immedl- 
ately after the convention's decision 
he declared he would not carry out 
the order. No announcement was 
made by the union officials what 
steps, if any, would be taken to 
enforce the decision. In voting, the 
convention had before it Howat’s

assertion that he would be expelled 
from the union’ before he would 
obey such’an order. 

By its vote, the convention sus- 
tained President John lL. Lewis and 
other international officials in or- 
dering the resumption of work, 
Which had not been obeyed by 
Howat. All of the anti-administra- 
tion element was lined up behind 
Howat. but the roll call showed an 
unofficial majority of 920 for the 
order, the vote being 2,701 toa 1,778. 
Howat’s opposition to the order was 
that it would support operators 
seeking to violate contracts with 
miners by imposing new working 
conditions, but President Lewis de- 
clared the issue was whether the 
union held its own men to the ful- 
fillment of their contracts, 

Howat expected to leave here 
early tomorrow to appear in court

Hearings to Be Called 
Soon to Discuss Advisa- 
bility of Consolidation. 
May Modify Plan. 


Washington, September 28. — 
A tentative plan for consolidation 
of all major American railroads into 
nineteen great competing systems 
was announced today by the inter- 
state‘commerce commission. 

The proposed combination, author- 
ized under the transportation act, is 
designed to remove weaknesses in 
the national railroad system shown 
by the operation of the rate-making 
power of the commission, and to ef- 
fect readjustment of terminal and 
other subSidiary facilities with re- 
Sultant economy in operation and 
delivery of shipmentg, 

Weak lines which have shown 
their inability to “live,’’ under rate 
schedules profitable to stronger 
roads, would, under the plan, be at- 
tached to systems more advanta- 
geously situated, but it was an- 
nounced that in every case the ef- 
fort was made to maintain the in- 
demnity of existing strong systems. 

Hearings Soon, 

Hearings will be called soon by 
the commission for the purpose of 
discdssing the proposed consolida- 
tion. Since, under the law, no plan 
can pe adoted which has not been 
given the approval of the individual 
lines affected as well as that of 
the commission, it was expected that 
discussion would be prolonged and 
that a number of modifications 
from the plan made public today 
would be suggested. 

“We have sought to minimize dis- 
memberment of existing lines and 
systems,” the commission’s an- 
nouncement said, “This tentative 
plan is put forward in order to 
elicit a full record upon which the 
plan ultimately adopted can rest 
and without rejudgment.”

ATLANTA ARCHITECTS 
TO DRAW FIVE PLANS 


Dr. Michael Hoke Named 
Member of Orthopedic 
Board of Three to Direct 
the Treatment. 


With $950,000 of the first million 
dollars collected and in the bank, 
and the second million due on 
January 1, the board of trustees of 
the Shrine’s Crippled Children’s hos- 
pital project, at its adjourned ses- 
Sion in St. Louis on Monday, decid- 
ed definitely upon the locations of 
six hospitals to cost $1,300,000. and 
tentatively upon the erection and 
sectional location of three more to 
cost. $600,000. 

The first idea was to build a 
million dollar monument to _ the 
Shrine in a beautiful park site in 
St. Louis, but the little $200,000 
Scottish Rite Crippled Children’s 
hospital in Atlanta, a model in 
every respect, completely captivated 
the great humanitarians the Shrine 
elected as the board of directors to 
have entire charge of the wonder- 
ful charity, and Dr. Michael Hoke’s 
suggestion to “take the hospitals to 
the children, instead of taking the 
children to the hospital, convinced 
the trustees that Forrest Adair’s 
idea of a multitude of small hos- 
pitals, conveniently located through- 
out the jurisdiction of North Ameri- 
ca, would serve the needs“of the 
crippled children better than one 
great institution centrally located. 

Site of Hospitals. 

A hospital will be located in St. 
Louis at a cost of $309,000, and five 
others, each costing $200,000, will 
be located in Montreal; Canada; the 
twin cities of St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis; San Francisco, Cal.; Shreve- 
port, La.; and Portland, Ore. 

W. D. Ittner, of St. Louis. Mo., 
was employed to draw the plans 
for the St. Louis hospital, and the 
firm of Heinz, Reid & Adler, who 
designed the plans for the Scottish 
Rite hospital in Atlanta, was em- 
ployed to draw plans and specifica- 
tions for all of the other hospitals, 
including the thféé for which defi- 
nite ideations have not been select- 
ed. One of these will be in a New 
England state, the secopa in cen- 
tral Pennsylvania ahd the. third in. 
Virginia. 

It is planned to begin work’ im- 
mediately on the six first mention- 
ed, Trustee Philip D. Gordon being 
instructed to select a site and let 
contracts for the hospital in Mon- 
treal. The hospital for the twin 
cities of St. Paul and Minneapoils 
will be under the direction’ of Trus- 
tee Oscar M. Landstrum, of Helena, 
Mont., with Past Imperial Potentate 
Charles Ovenshire, of Minneapolis, 
to assist him. 

Trustee Jack McGilvray- will 
look after the hospital] at San Fran- 
cisco, and it is possible Mayor 
George L. Baker may look after 
the construction of the hospital in 
Portland, while Trustee Samuel 
Cochran, Adair and Kendricy will 
have charge of the erection of the 


hospitals in St. Louis and Shreve- 
port. The hospital in St. Louis will 
be built on a beautiful location ad- 
joining Barnes hospital and will 
have eighty beds. Lucations for the 
five other hospitals have not vet 
been selected, but they will be built 
to accommodate sixty patients at 
one time.

Washington, September 28.—Due 
to rapid progress by committees in 
formulating recommendations, the 
national conference on unemploy- 
ment will begin consideration of a 
general emergency relief program 
Friday, five days earlier than had 
originally been planned, it was 
announced tonight. 

In addition to the report of the 
manufacturers’ committee, upon 
Which agreement has already been 
announced, recommendations on 
emergency measures will be report- 
ed Friday by the committee on un- 
employment statisitcs, employment 
agencies and registration, emergen- 
cy public works and construction. 
Other reports. will be considered as 
completed, it was sadd. 

Announcement of the formation of 
a new committee on community 
civic and emergency relief meas- 
ures, to recommend the best forms 
of community organizations to carry 
out the recommendations for de- 
creasing unemployment, was made 
today by the conference. This was 
said to have developed from indl- 
cations arising in the deliberations 
of the conference that the immedi- 
ate’ problem of finding work for 
the idle was for the individual com- 
munities to handle.

Dayton, Ohio, September 28.—Lieu- 
tenant John A. MacReady, test pilot 
at McCook field, today shattered the 
world’s altitude record, attaining a 
height of 40,800 feet in the samé La 
Pere biplane used by Major Rudolph 
C. Schroeder, who set a record of 
$8,180 feet on February 28, 1920.

Nothing in this rule shall be construed

At all stations, located im county seats 
and towns and cities, having a population, 
according to the most recently published 
national Census, of more than one thousand 
inhabitants, offices and waiting rooms shall 
be open during the period that the freight 
station ig required to be open as provided 
for in Freight Rule No. 25, for at least 30 
minutes before the scheduled time for the 
arrival of all passenger trains scheduled te 
stop at such stations. And at all such sta- 
tions, between the hours of 6 o'clock p. m. 
and 6 o’clock a. m., railroads shall pro- 
vide, for the comfort and convenience of 
their passengefs, a lighted and comfortable 
waiting room, which shall be open at least 
one hour before the scheduled arrival and 
one-half hour after the actual departure 
of all passenger trains scheduled to stop 
at such stations; 

At all other stations located in cities and 
towns having a population, according to the 
most recently published national census, of 
less than one thousand inhabitants, ticket 
offices shail only be required to be open 
during the period that the freight station 
is required to be open, as provided for in 
Freight Rule No. 25. Waiting rooms, how- 
ever, at such stations shall be Kept open, 
lighted and heated when necessary until 10 
o’clock p. m., for the convenience of pas- 
sengers arriving or departing on trains 
scheduled to arrive and stop at such stations 
before that hour; 

Provided, however, that any station at 
which a railroad company may have em- 
ployed a telegraph operator on duty during 
hours other than those prescribed by Freight 
Rule No. 25, for the opening and closin 
of freight stations, both ticket offices ant 
waiting rooms at such points shall be open 
during the period such operator may be on 
duty, for the accommodation of passengers, 
at least 30 minutes before the scheduled ar- 
rival of all trains scheduled to stop at 
such stations. 

Where, under the provisions of this rule a 
ticket office is not open nor an agent on 
duty upon the arrival of a passenger train, 
it shall be the duty of the railroad com- 
pany to make adequate and convenient ar- 
rangements for the checking of baggage and 
its loading on or discharge from baggage 
coaches.

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tish Rite Crippled Children’s hos- 
pita] in Atlanta, which is in exist- 
ence because Forrest Adair had an 
idea sOme six years ago which the 
Scottish Rite Masons were glad to 
accept and furnish money. The hos- 
pital was built around the work of 
Dr. Michael Hoke, one of the most 
eminént orthopedic surgeons in the 
world, and Miss Lillian Carter, con- 
ceded to be the foremost nurse 
Skilled in the handling of orthope. 
dic cases. It has Veen heralded all 
over the world as a model charitable 
institution, and _ before starting 
upon the expenditure of the millions 
the Shriners will appropriate to 
the work of reconstructing the 
bodies of indigent crippled children, 
it was thought wise to accept Trus- 
tee Adair’s invitation to thorough- 
ly inspect the hospital in this place. 

AS a result the Atlanta hospital 
will be the model for all of. the 
hospitals to be built for the Shrin- 


ers, with the exception of the one 
in St. Louis, and Atlanta architects 
Will supervise the construction of 
these institutions, which in time 
will be in every state in the union, 
aS well aS all over Canada and tar 
down into Mexico. 

The board of trustees will meet 
again in January at which time 
they will settle on the location of 
the three hospitals not now defi- 
nitely placed, and by the time the 
Shriners meet in San Francisco next 
June the six hospitals already de- 
cided upon will be in course of con- 
struction or completed, and within 
eighteen mOnths it is hoped that they 
will all be finished and in opera- 
tion, and that by that time five or 
six other locations may be selected. 

Will Be Big Cost, 

It costs approximately $40,000 a 
year to malntain the Scottish Rite 
Crippled Children’s hospita] in At- 
lanta, and allowing as much as 
$50,000 aS an average for the main- 
tenance of each of the six hospi- 
tals already authorized, the mat- 
ter of maintenance will be a big 
cost in a few years. However, it 
is thought that when the work once 
gets started and the Shriners have 
an opportunity to see the wonder. 
ful results. there will be no opposi- 
tion to increasing the assessment 
from $2 a year to $3, or even more. 
Letters suggesting such a move are 
already flooding the mails of the 
board of trustees, 

As an example of how the great 
charity is taking hold of the 
Shriners it was announced in St. 
Louis to the board of trustees that 
Hella temple, at Dallas, Texas, had 
voted to build and equip a hosepi- 
tal there and would turn it over 
to the board of trustees for their 
supervision. The Shrine temple at 
Spokane, Washington, also notified 
the board of trustes that they would 
out of their own funds buy a site, 
build and equip a hospital accord- 
ing to plans and. specifications to 
be submitted by the board of trus- 
tees, and upon completion would 
turn the hospital over to the board 
of trustees ag a gift. 

With crippled children’s hospitals 
in Atlanta, Memphis, and one in the 
Carolinas, now being operated by 
Masons, the work of reconstructing 
the crippled children of this coun- 
try is well on its way. 

Orthopedic Hoard. 

Aside from the great work of 
providing places for carrying on 
this much-needed charity, the board 
of trustees also gave much attention 
to the very important matter of 
placing the actual orthopedic work 
that is to be done under the entire 
charge of an orthopedic board con- 
sisting of Dr. Robert Osgood, of 
Boston, chairman; Dr. A. McKenzie 
Forbes, of Montreal, secretary; and 
Dr. Michae] Hoke, of Atlanta, who 
are empowered to increase _ this 
number to five if they see fit. 
These renowned experts In the cor- 
rection of deformities in the human 
body will be in complete charge of 
the highly-skilled corps of surgeons 
who will work the miracles in the 
Shriners’ hospitals throughout the 
United States and Canada, and bring 
to a high realization the ideals of 
Forrest Adair, Bishon Keator, and 
the host of other influential Shrin- 
ers and humanitarians who got be- 
hind Past Imperial Potentate Ken- 
dricks’ motion to perpetually assess 
every Shriner $2 per year to build, 
equip and maintain hospitals to re- 
construct indigent crippled children, 
and set the nobility of the Shrine 
on fire with the idea of doing some- 
thing for the helpless little cripples 
that would give them a chance in 
the world.
